Owing to the heavy and urgent demand upon the Treasury for Eagles Half Eagles Half 
and quarter dollars you are authorized and instructed to make from three to four hours overtime 
daily until further notice. The Secretary of the Treasury is very anxious that the demand for coins 
of the above denominations by the parties should be met. The supply of the same in the Treasury 
is coming down very rapidly and I heard that you will use every effort to promptly meet all 
demands by the Treasury for coin. You will in conformation with the operation offers arrange the 
force to accomplish the best results, which I feel assured you will do. 

You are authorized to purchase under the existing contract such quantities of minor coin 
blanks as may be necessary. It is my intuition to go to Philadelphia on Tuesday or Thursday 
afternoon of the coming week for conference with yourself and the operation officers. I will 
advise you of the day so that you may arrange to meet me at the Mint the same evening as it is 
essential that I should return immediately to make the purchases of silver on Wednesday and 
Friday.
